Produce Mere Eggs 


(By F.C. Hlford, Dominion Poultry 
Husbandman.) 


Canada wants eggs and more eggs. 
Never were the prospects for a_big- 
gery demand and better prices more 
promising than right now. 

In spite of this, with the cost of 
grain high and the prices for poult- 


ry meat ‘good, the tendeney will be! 


for farmers and poultrymen to sel 
stock that should produce the high- 
priced eggs this winter. The fear 
is that eggs cannot be produced at 
a profit, but, though a good price 
ean be obtained for «the meat at 
present and high prices will have to 
be paitl for the feed, eggs will be 
amannenel italy high and eges can 
be produeed at a profit even with 
the high. prices of grain, if proper 
conditions are supplied. 

Keep only the best pullets for 
eggs and the best year old hens for 
breeding. For good chicks must 
he produced next spring as well as 
eves this winter. 

More than ever will it be advis- 
able to get rid of everything that 
does not. produce. Market pullets 
net matured cuough to start laying 
before early winter. Sell all the 
hens that are more than two years 
old, also all cockerels that are not 
intended for breeding purposes. If 
the coekerels can be kept until later 
and well fed, a bigger price will be 
obtained, but better sell all now 
than take up space required by the 

arly pullets. 


See that the house into which the i 


birds go is suitable. Have plenty! 
of sunlight and fresh air. Keep all 
draughts outand besure it is dry. 
See that the front of the house from 
elghtcen to twenty inches above the 
floor, has glass and cotton. one third 
elass to two thirds evotton. Make 


these windows go that they ean be]! 


opened up every dav if desired. 
Shut up all holes in every part. of 
the house that might cause a 
dravght. Double line the north side 
so as to give the hens greater pro- 
tection while on roosts. If the 
house is inclined to be dainp, more 
ventilation helps. it is also a good 
plan to put ina straw loft. If this 
cannot be arranged, because of the 
nature of the roof, tack slats below 
the rafters then stuff straw in  be-

eee feetly clean and free from mites, 

then get the pullets in at once. 

Do not overcrowd., Give an av- 
erage of five square feet of floor 
space to cach bird of the heavy var- 
icties and four to the lighter or Leg- 
horn type. If there are. too many 
pullets for the available space cull 
out the poorer. ones. Fifty pullets 
with suflicient accomodation will 
give more eggs than sixty in crowd- 
ed quarters. 

The question of feed is the hard- 
est one to solve this year because 
practically all feeds are high. It 
will pay, to feed the pullets well 
from the start, though the hens 
might be fed more lightly till the 
middle of January. Where possible 
use feeds grown on the farm. Good 
wheat screenings, shrunken wheat. 
barley, oats or buekwheat, all make 
sutitable feed. Clover and milk 
cover a multitude of feeds and cut 
down the cost. Tf these ean be fed, 
animal foods such as beefscrap may 
be curtailed or dispensed with. 
Tigh-priced mashes may be elimin-

The mash’ may consist of ground 
barley and oats, or bran may be 
added. If grain has to be purch- 
ased cracked corn is as cheap as 
anything and makes a suitable ad- 
dition to any grain ration.. Bran 
is. as cheap a food as one: can» buy 
for the mash. 


“he mash can be fed dry ina 
hopper or mixed with milk and fed 
moist once aday. Any table scraps 
should be used 
milk is not available, beef scrap or 
other animal food should be fed in 
the mash. In a good “heavy litter, 
feed a mixture of the grain ration 
morning and night, allowing. the 
hens sufficient grain so that: they 
will always have some in the litter, 
but not so much that they can get a 
crop full without scratching for it. 
In the Prairie Provinces, there is 
considerable shrunken wheat avail- 
able. Shrunken wheat if it is dry 
is as good a poultry food as wheat 
fit for milling purposes. 
be taken, that it is not damp or 
otherwise spoiled. Shrunken wheat 
alone, if there is no other grain, 
will answer for the grain feed. For 
the mash, use bran, middlings or 
chopped oats. Elevator screenings 
\free from black seeds, make a good 
feed for cither grain mash. If al- 
'falfa or clover can be had. by all 
means give the leaves to the hens. 


In every -ease, grit and shell 
should be before the layers at all 
times. In some localities the grit 
ean be secured from the local gravel 
pit and in other cases sufficient lime 
can be secured to do without the 
commercial shell. Ii neither of 
these is available they should be 
procured and as mueh given to the 
birds as they will eat. 


Jt does not pay-tostint the layers. 
If they do not get the feed they will 
not Jay the eggs. As arule, a lay- 
ing hen wiil not get too fat. There- 
fore, feed the pullets well. If green 
cut bone is available and there is no 
milk, the former may be fed to the 
pullets at the rate of about half an 
ounce ench per day. The propor- 
tion of grain and mash usually 
eaten is from two to four of grain to 
one of mash.

Ottawa was to 
read a bunch of® letters . between 
Premier Borden and his thorn in the 
flesh, Sir Sam, which are as full of 
surprises’as‘a pumpkin: is’ of seeds.

Perhaps the governor-general 
does not appreciate the surprise in- 
herent in this correspondence to the 
same extent as we do who have 
been watching the cat jump for the 
last two years.

He stands for paper shoes, Ross 
rifles, spavined chargers, the Bert- 
‘am Shell committee, Colonel John 
Wesley Allison, the fuse contracts, 
Camp Borden, and a hundred oth- 
cr crimes against the Dominion of 
Canada and then fires Sir Sam for 
what? For his offences against. the 
state? No. For an affront to Pre- 
mier Borden’s personal dignity— 
he doesn’t like the tone of Sir 
Sam’s !ast letter. | 

True, Premier Borden mentions 
the fact that Sir Sam has been act- 
ing off his own bat, not consulting 
his colleagues, disobeying orders, in 
fact, but all these misdemeanors 
pale beside the frank language Sir 
Sam uses in writing to the head of 
the government. Sir Sam may be- 
have like a, load of hay for two 
years—that is to say, take up the 
whole road—but he mustn’t be 
saucy to the premicr. That is the 
unforgivable sin. Just for that 
you'll all get off. 

Incidentally, Premier Borden is 
the neatest little stable locker after 
the horse is stolen now extant on 
the northern half of the North 
American continent. Sir Sam's 
resignation after most of the harm 
has been done is Premicr Borden’s 
latest feat in this: direction. But 
before that we had the excommun- 
ication of W.T’. Garland, M.P., and 
A. DeWitt Foster, M.P.—both 
gentlemen having previously got 
away with the goods. That is, 
perhaps, the briskest thing Premier 
Borden docs—making others do 
penance for his lack of firmness.

Wintering Horses inthe Open on 
the Prairies 


For many years the. idle work 
horses at the Lacombe Station have 
wintered in the open. When oat 
straw hasbeen available. in liberal 
quantities no other feed) has heen 
provided and under such conditions 
the horses have wintered  satisfact- 
orily. In the winter of 1911-12 all 
the horses in the open made a gain 
int flesh-wintered in this way, cer- 
tain horses gaining as much as 70 
pounds each. In the winter of 
1913-14 horses were wintered under 
the same conditions and without 
exception inereased in weight ata 
cost not exceeding $1.00 per month 
per head. This method of winter- 
ing is productive of particularly 
good results when the straw stack 
is located in a bluff in a pasture 
ffeld where the horses can obtain 
even a small amount of grass sup- 
plement. Water should be acce:- 
ible at least daily and better if 
available at all times. Under such 
conditions, where straw is available 
i2 such quantities as to make it ne- 
e2ssary to dispose of it by burning, 
the cost of wintering horses on 
straw is practically negligible. 

When straw roughage is not a- 
vailable it is necessary to feed 
either hay alone or hay with some 
grain but even when this is neccs- 
sury owing to the shortage of straw, 
it has been found more economical, 
particularly in the health and con- 


dition. of the horses in spring to 
winter in the open rather than in 
stables. During the past season 
horses were wintered in the open, 
| 


being fed hay and grain. The 
winter was unusually severe and
